Document 2describes that the base station receives 
signals by an adaptive antenna array and checks the incoming direction of an uplink signal of the 
highest quality, selects and transmits in order the radiation patterns of a plurality of beacons covering 
a part of a service area, receives periodically from subscribers the beacon quality reports showing the 
quality of beacons, and thereby controls the directivity of a traffic channel, so that making the 
beacons trausnutted in order by a plurality of radiation patterns in the document 2 mutually 
orthogonal pilot signals as in the invention of the document 1 could easily have been conceived by a 
person skilled in the art.
